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CONESTOGA 


This  hybrid  of  our  native  Rhododendron  carolinianum  and 
the  Asiatic  R.  racemosum  is  being  propagated  and  a  lim¬ 
ited  quantity  is  offered  this  season.  The  plant  is  rather 
dwarf,  flowers  when  quite  small  and  does  not  occupy  too 
much  space  for  the  rock  garden.
